Foochow, July 18. 
Cash exchange has flactuated consider. 
ably th'swuek, The abnormally low rato of 
a thousand per Mexicon dollar was at one 
time touched, owing to u temporary. scarci- 
ty. To-day the quotation is firm ot 1,02 
per dollar. 


There has been a great diminution of the 
late prevailing sickness amongst thy Natives 
in thy neighbourhood, attributable in tho 
native mind to the heavy rains having 
rather too much for the evil spirits ‘wlio 
caused the sickness and driving them away. 
Tho real reason is, that their dirty strects 
have been thoroughly-cleaneed by the late 
raing and as a result the air in their houses 
has been purifiod. 


It ia gratifying to know that although 
the rice crops have suffered 80 soveroly from 
tho late floods, the price of the grain, sn 
farfrom-rising, is daily becoming ches par. 
Tho importations of late have been con- 
siderablo, and slill further supplies are 
daily expected. So the poorer classes 
are happy. A chair ocolie, or ‘any other 
labouring man, grumbles terribly if hie 
daily consumption of rice costa him more 
than 30 to 40 cash. 


Fouchow has again had the good fortune 
to win the firat prize in the Manila lottery, 
making the fifth occasion in the short space 
of tex years on which this valuable prize 
has fallen to lacky ticket-holdera at this 
port, Thorois quite a littie history attached 
to this winniug ticket, namber 2416.
